oꝛ any of them, either to make Plate 02 Ueſſell thereof, oz foꝛ any other vſe whatſoeuer, oꝛ doe 
pꝛeſume to cull 22 chuſe out from the reſt a1y waighty Monepes, to the intent to conney the
